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CAR supports Haitians

The 1500 Illegal Haitian 
immigrants ordered to leave 
Canada by the Immigration 
Department are being champ- 
ioned by a new group at McGill, 
the Committee Against Racism 
(CAR). 

McGIII's CAR is one of 46 
branches of the international 
CAR formed in 1973 to oppose 
recent "academic" studies, like 
those of Arthur Jenson, 
purporting to prove the 
inferiority of certain racial types 
to others. 

CAR's priorities are det- 
ermined on the local level by 
each branch. The 
branch at McGill 
concentrating on supporting 
the Haitians' fight against the 
Immigration Department's 
deportation order. 

Howard Woodhouse, a mem- 
ber of CAR and a lecturer at the 
education faculty, says that 
Canada's restrictive Immi- 
gration policy is "racist by 
nature." 

CAR is working closely with 
the Committee for Action 
Against Deportation (CAAD), a 
group formed by the Haitians 
threatened with deportation. 
CAAD has appealed the refusal 
of Minister of Immigration and 
Manpower Robert Andras to 
grant visas. 

A spokesman for CAAD, who 
refused to divulge his name "for 
obvious reasons," called the 
deportation order a "political 
move by the government, using 
the Haitian In the sense that 
Immigrants are the main reason 
for the rise in unemployment 
and other economic problems." 

CAR is circulating petitions 
and has telegrammed Andras 
asking that the deportation 
order be rescinded. 

CAR spokesman Woodhouse 
says that Impetus for racist 
actions such as the deportation 
move comes from the "pseudo 
scientific theories offered 



so-called scientists In univer- 
sities about race." 

Woodhouse says these theo- 
ries take two forms. The 
"hard-core theory" asserts that 
Blacks and Chicanos are 
genetically inferior to Whites. 
"These scientists would say 
that they (Blacks) occupy the 
lower positions in society 
because of their bad gene pool." 

The "soft core theory," says 
Woodhouse, holds that Blacks 
are not genetically Inferior but 
have been culturally and 
verbally deprived. He includes 
social workers as proponents of 
this theory because "these 
Montreal people believe the pathological 
Is now 



Negro family causes their 
problems. But this is a form of 
'blaming the victim' — instead 
of fixing the true culprit, 
society, they wish to alter the 
victim Negro families." 

As one CAR member, Robin 
Philpot, puts it, "Capitalism 
and racism operate as reinforce- 
ments for each other. Canada's 
political and economic institu- 
tions are racist." 

The Haitians, he says, are 
only the most recent scape- 
goats of the racist policies of 
Canada. According to Philpot, 
these policies are designed to 
cover up the "inadequacies of 
our system."

Anthropologist 
studies Borneo

The Anthropology Students' 
Association is sponsoring a 
series of lunch-hour seminars 
on the difficulties faced In 
anthropology field work. The 
first talk was given by 
anthropologist Jerome 
Rousseau who has recently 
come back from Malaysia, 
where he did a study of the 
Kayan of Borneo. 

"The Kayan of Borneo don't 
have much of an idea of being 
part of Malaysia. They feel they 
are being colonized by Mal- 
aysia," Rousseau said. "A lot of 
bad things could happen to 
them In the future. It depends 
on what the government wants 
to do with them. Their problem 
is they are so divided that they 
have very little political power." 

Rousseau also said the 
Malaysian government is bent 
on converting the tribe to Islam. 
"If they try, they are going to 



have lots of problems." 

Rousseau went to Borneo 
because he wanted to go to a 
Southeast Asian country 
"where there was not much 
danger of being expelled for 
political reasons. When you get 
one grant for field research, you 
don't get another." 

Rousseau's thesis, on the 
religion and social organization 
of the Kayan, is soon to be 
published. A copy has been 
submitted to the Malaysian 
government. "It will help them 
make better Informed judge- 
ments, and at worst, they will 
not read It." 

More seminars are scheduled 
for this term: on Nov. 21, 
Bernard Arcand will speak on 
"Genocide on a dally basis: the 
Cuvel of Colombia". On Dec. 1 2, 
Peter Gutklnd will speak on 
"Role conflicts in research:
